Iraq urges OIC to probe MxS,tta 
who triggered Gulf war brink of war 


BEIRUT. March IV (R) — Iraq has called 
for the setting up of a committee to decide 
who was responsible for starring .its 18- 
month-old war with Iran, the official Iraqi 
News Agency IN A said Friday. 

Baghdad's initiative appeared to be an 
important step forward in renewed attempts 
to end the expensive and debilitating Gulf 
conflict. 1NA said Iraqi President Saddam 
Hussein put the proposal in a letter to Gui- 
nean President Ahmad Sekou Tourc, chair- 
man of an Organization of Islamic Confer- 
ence (OIC) Committee trying to bring Iraq 
and Iran to the negotiating table. 

Iraq's Minister of State for Foreign Affairs 
Hamad Alwan took the message to the Gui- 
nean capital. Conakry. Wednesday. INA said 
the committee idea first came from Iran early 
last year. Iraq had accepted last April, the 
agency added, but it did not explain why the 
committee was never formed nor why Bagh- 
dad was suggesting it again. 

In his letter. President Hussein said he 
hoped “the truth will emerge clearly so that 
the Islamic peoples and world public opinion 
can be better acquainted with the extraordi- 
nary circumstances which caused the armed 
conflict,*" INA said. He also thanked Presi- 
dent Sekou Toure and the committee for 
their efforts to bring about a just settlement 
to Ihe dispute. 

The committee visited Baghdad and 
Tehran last week and later said it had made 
some progress, although the two sides were 
still far apart on the terms for negotiations. 
Committee members said Iran was insisting 


on Iraqi withdrawal from the territories it 
occupied in the early days of the war as a 
prerequisite for talks. 

A Washington Post corespondent who saw 
Iraqi Deputy Prime Minister Taha Yassin 
Ramadan last week quoted him a.s saying Iraq 
would be prepared to withdraw in stages, 
provided talks were under way and showed 
signs of progress. Both sides have said they 
are prepared to fight a protracted war. 

The Washington Post quoted First Deputy 
Prime Minister Taha Yassin Ramadan as hav- 
ing said in Baghdad that Iraq would be pre- 
pared to withdraw from captured Iranian ter- 
ritory in stages before conclusion of a peace 
agreement, provided talks were under way 
and showed signs of progress. The Post 
quoted Western diplomats as having said Ira- 
q's stand had been conveyed to Iran through 
the OIC team. 


NEW YORK. March 19 (AP) — King 
Hussein of Jordan says the Middle East is 
approaching the brink of war because of 
dangerous rifts among Arab states and 
Israel's continued occupation of the West 
Bank, The New York Times reported Friday. 

In an interview at his residential palace 
outside Amman, Hussein told The Times, 
“We are passing through one of the most 
critical stages we have witnessed in our time. 
It is far more serious than if has ever been." 

Hussein said the foreign policy of the 
United States has“eroded to the point where 
it has now adopted the role of a postman, a 
carrier of messages." He said the United 
Slates should "blow the dust from all its past 
commitments and re-examine them.” Open- 
ing talks with the Palestine Liberation Organ- 
ization would be a step in the right direction, 
he said. 


U.S. going ahead with Stealth 


WASHINGTON. March 19 (AFP) — 
Despite maximum security surrounding the 
project, there are clear indications that the 
Pentagon is going ahead at full speed to 
develop Stealrh, an advanced technology' 
bomber that cannot be detected by enemy 
radar.

UAE all set 
to tap major 
gas finds 
in Sharjah 

MANAMA. Bahrain. March 19 (AP) 
— The Amoco-Sharjah Oil Company will i 
start commercial exploitation next May of 
two major gas finds, with an estimated 
reserve of ! 0 trillion cubic feet, in Sharjah. 
Exports will begin May 15 through a 
pipeline already constructed, according to 
Sheikh Sultan Bin Muhammad Al Oasimi. 
member of the UAE Supreme Council 
and ruler of Sharjah. 

Sharjah is one of seven emirates making 
up the UAE. It has only one minor operat- 
ing oilfield, in contrast with major fields in 
the iwo larger emirates of Abu Dhabi and 
Dubai which account for the bulk of the 
U A E's output of about 1 .6 million barrels 
daily. 

Sheikh Sultan said work will start soon 
on a liquefaction plant with a 250- 
billion-cubic-foot capacity and that about 
600 million cubic feet of gas will be used 
annually in local electric power plants. 
UAE newspaper bannerlined the finds 
Friday as a bonanza which will spur 1 
economic and business activities in Shar- 
jah to unprecedented levels. , 


Aims at output cut 

OPEC summit vows 
to keep base price

VIENNA. March 19 — In spile of mount- 
ing pressures that threatened tr» ii.ree OPEC 
states to reduce r/ieir prices hclmi the present 
benchmark of $34 per barrel ( based on Saudi 
Arabian light crude), the OPEC ministers 
meeting here Friday expressed iheir deter- 
mination to defend their present price which 
they announced Inst October. 

Statements made by several OPEC minis- 
ters following three-hour consultations indi- 
cated that they seem to be concentrating on 
reducing levels of production. The ministers 
resumed their deliberations ;n 5 p.m. (local 
time). 

The main pressure on OPEC comes from 
Western oil companies that are putting high 
supplies of their inventories on the markets 
which have reduced demands on OPEC s oil. 
consequently cutting the revenues of OPEC 
members. 

Dr. Humberto Calderon Berii of Ven- 
ezuela said that OPEC received a report from 
a private consultant from the U.S. which indi- 
cated that 5.7 million barrels per day are 
being injected into the market from stocks of 
oil companies. He added that "we all realize 
that increased reliance on coal and energy 
conservation are important elements in 
reducing demand, but we believe that a far 


more important reason is the drawing of 
inventories in industrial nations." 

It is clear that other factors outside 
O PEC s control are now affecting the state of 
supply and demand. Among these facion, are 
Mexican oil production and the North Sea oil. 
Britain announced recently the reduction of 
its North Sea oil price to S3 1 . which put pres- 
sure. especially on Nigeria which is currently 
under great pressure to seek a substantial cut 
in the oil price. 

The Nigerians are facing tremendous prob- 
lems due to their declining level of produc- 
tion in the Iasi few weeks from l.S million 
bpd in January this year to 1 .2 million pbd at 
present. Britain's decision incut the prices of 
its North Sea hit Nigeria especially hard. 

Dr. Mana Saced Al-Oteiba. president of 
OPEC and UAE petroleum minister said: 
“We did not agree in Qatar on any specific 
ceiling of production. We agreed to tackle the 
present problems by reducing production, 
defending our price and absorbing the glut". 
A figure of 18.5 million bpd has been 
repeatedly quoted as a possible ceiling for 
production of OPEC. While Dr. Berti of 
Venezuela said such a level would be reason- 
able. other ministers like those of Iraq. Iran 
and Algeria believe that it would be neces- 
sary to have a much lower ceiling of produc- 
tion.

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MANAMA. March iy (AP) — The gold 
mania has spread to the United Arab Emira- 
tes, according to reports here Friday. 

The Bahrain-based Gulf News Agency- 
said in a report from Aim Dhabi that goto 
dealers have been inundated with buyers thr- 
oughout Thursday and even Friday in the 
seven Emirates making up the U.A.fc. “ Gold 
markets have been crowded with people wan- 
ting to buy. in a feverish way." the report 
said. 

h attributed the rush to "the belief that 
gold prices have become low now and fears 
that they may rise again, even though no new 
developments support this belief." 

A switch to yellow of similar proportions 
was reported earlier this week in two Gulf 
countries — Qatar and Kuwait. 

Demand in Qatar is said to have increased 
ten- fold in the past week. Kuwaiti dealers are 
reported meanwhile to have placed huge 
orders for gold in major world capitals desp- 
ite government warnings about “the 
counter-productivity" of gold hoarding.

PARIS. March 19 (AFP) — The sharp 
drop in oil prices will bring a welcome brea- 
thing space for both rich and poor oil import- 
ing nations, but the effects may not all turn 
out to be positive, international economists 
and oil experts have said here.

March 19 ( AFP) — Britain's 
Conservative Party has been given a popular- 
ity boost by the '•mini-recovery" budget pre- 
sented ten days ago by Chancellor of the 
Exchequer Sir Geoffrey Howe. 

According to recent opinion polls. Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher’s party would 
win a between 31 .5 and 37 percent of votes if 
elections were held now. Only three months 
ago, the Tory percentage had fallen to nearly 
20 percent. Some months ago. polls indicated 
that an alliance between Liberals and the 
newly-formed Social Democratic Party, 
founded by senior Labor dissidents, could 
win a general election. The tumround in Tory 
fortunes is attributed by political observ ers to 
the latest budget, the tax reductions 
announced with it. and the lower interest 
rates, particularly for housing loans, which 
followed.

JEDDAH, March 19 — The gold rush 
reported in the Gulf has not been duplicated 
here. The continuous fall in price during the 
last two and a half years has knocked the 
glitter off this precious metal with the result 
that confidence in it has been somewhat 
eroded. 

Many gold dealers here held the same opin- 
ion that “any recovery w3I prove short-lived 
and prices win go below $300 per ounce”. 
They feel that the present high demand is a 
temporary phenomenon and is confined to 
small buyers who could aot purchase earlier 
due to higher rates. However, “major buyers 
and real investors are keeping aloof from the 
market, waiting for the price to fell further”, 
they added. 

Sulaiman A_ Al-Owayed, western zone 
manager of Al Rajhi Company for Currency 
Exchange and Commerce, told Arab News 
that “people have no trust id gold and are 
afraid that the price will go down further.” ‘ 
Looking at the conditions of those who had 
purchased earlier and lost heavily, the new 
buyers are still hesitant. 

He said that experts believe the “prices 
should go down further this month”. The 
reasons for this slump, according to him, were 
the recent heavy selling of the metal by the 
Soviet Union, the second largest gold pro- 
ducer after South Africa. The U.S. economy 
is in recession and interest rates are rising 
there, thus cash is more attractive compared 
~fo gold, he added. 

Ibrahim A. Alsubaei, of Aisubaei money 
changing firm said that the reports from 
advanced countries indicate a further fell in 
price and “it may soon reach $290-300”. He 
said, gold has become weaker because of 
higher interest rates for the dollar; no new big 
purchases because buyers have lost faith; and 
the Soviet Union has recently sold about 60 
tons of gold, in addition to sales made by Iran 
and Iraq. “The rate of interest in the U.S. was 
over 17 percent, so there is more preference 
for currency rather than for blocking money 
in gold”, he added.

* King, Marcos to begin 
talks in Riyadh Sunday 


JEDDAH. March i9 (SPA) — King 
K haled will lead the party of officials ar 
Riyadh airport Sunday to welcome President 
Ferdinand Marcos of the Philippines as he 
arrives for a three-day visit to Saudi Arabia. 

The King and Crown Prince Fahd will dis- 
cuss with President Marcos issues of common 
interest and bilateral relations.Taiks will also 
be held between the Saudi and the Filipino 
delegation members. President Marcos will 
arrive in Jeddah Saturday and will lunch with 
King Khaled at noon Sunday. Ministerial 
level talks will start Sunday afternoon. In the 
evening. President Marcos and the accom- 
panying delegation will attend a dinner ban- 
quet given in his honor by King Khaled. 

Monday, the Philippine President will visit 
the Planning Ministry, watch horse races in 
the afternoon and hold a press conference at 
the Conference Palace about the outcome -of 
his visit. He will leave Riyadh for Jeddah 
Tuesday morning, to visit the Jeddah Islamic 
Port in the afternoon of the-same day. He will 
return home the next day. : 

Saudi-Filipino relations center on two 
major objectives, namely to foster coopera- 
tion and to promote the two countries’ inter- 
ests and, for Saudi Arabia, to look after the 
cause of Muslims in the Philippines who have 
outstanding problems and need help to pre- 
serve their identity and to guarantee their 
right to perform their religious rites freely 
and exercise their legitimate rights. 

For the past few years, there has been an 
exchange of official visits while the Kingdom 


covered 30 percent of the Philippine's oil 
needs. In 1974, the Kingdom promised to 
come to its rescue when it faced an acute 
energy crisis. Sheikh Ahmad Zaki Yamani, 
minister of petroleum and mineral resources 
visited the Philippines in 1981 and President 
Marcos gave him the highesr civil distinction 
in the country in appreciation of his services 
as oil minister of the largest oil exporting 
country in the world. King Khaled donated 

$300,000 for the establishment of a Holy 
Quran printing press. The Holy Book was 
primed in English and Tagalog (the major 
lacguagHn the Philippines). The Kingdom 
also donated $2 million to help an Islamic law 
(Sharia) institute in Manila. There is also the 
King Faisal Center for Islamic and Asian 
Studies at Mindanao State University and the 
Golden Mosque in Manila. 

According to the latest govemment-to- 
goverument agreement, Saudi Arabia under- 
took to supply 20,000 barrels of oil a day to 
the Philippines. There is also a three-year 
cooperation agreement between the two 
countries in the fields of industry, training 
and dockers training. Moreover, according to 
statistics, more than 77 percent of the 
Filipino workers in the Middle East, are in 
Saudi Arabia. The number of FQipino work- 
ers in the Kingdom is estimated at more than 
150,000. Also, an air transport agreement, 
signed in 1977, facilitated travel between the 
two countries. Other agreements regulating 
trade and business have also been signed. 


( Home furnishing market develops - - survey 


J EDDAH, March 19 — The Kingdom's 
home furnishing market size is on the rise, 
as government-sponsored construction 
projects spread to the northern and south- 
ern regions. The major cities of Jeddah 
and Riyadh are clogged with dealers and 
im porters, with urban market growth 
increasingly settling in selected market 
segments, particularly in the higher price 
ranges. A recent Saudi Business market 
survey found that imported furnishings 
are in many cases giving way to the 
burgeoning domestic industry. 

Dealers report annual sales growth fig- 
ure of between 15 and 25 percent. 
Imports, however, have declined in unit 
terms. Statistics published by the Ministry 
of Finance and National Economy show 


that the value of furniture imports rose 
from SR 1.8 billion in 1979 to SR2.1 bil- 
lion in 1980.

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West Bank crippled 
by general strike

TEL AVIV. March 19 (Agencies) — West 
Banls residents went on a general strike Fri- 
day in protest against the dismissal of one of 
their town councils by Israeli occupation 
authorities. The entire area, which has had 
anti-Israeli disturbances for. the past two 
weeks, was virtually shut down. Eyewitnesses 
said the area was quiet. 

At the same time, the occupation 
authorities banned Arabic newspapers in the 
West Bank, fearing they would incite the 
Palestinian population. The mayors of the 
ma .‘ n Bank towns called the three-day 
strike Thursday after occupation authorities 
dismissed the mayor of El Bireh, Ibrahim 
Tawil. and his council, replacing them wirh 
army officers and Israeli civilians. The 
mayors said that the unprecedented move 
was the first step in a plan to replace all the 
town councils, which came to power in munic- 
ipal elections in 1 976. 

Informed sources said the mayors, some of 
whom are banned from leaving their towns, 
had been in contact bv telephone overnight to 
discuss further protest action. The El Bireh 
Council was disbanded apparently because it 
refused to meet a new Israeli civilian team 


appointed to take over some of the military 
administration's duties in the West Bank. 


The mayors, who support the Palestine 
Liberation Organization (PLO). said the 
changes were designed to help perpetuate 
Israeli rule over the occupied territories.

Habib, who helped negotiate the ceasefire 
last summer, told reporters: “Any move 
which could lead to a breakdown of the cease- 
fire must be avoided.

RABAT, . March 19 (R) — Morocco 
launched an initiative Friday to secure prog- 
ress by the Organization of African Unity 
(OAU) toward a settlement of the war in 
Western Sahara. 

The territory, ruled by Morocco, is claimed 
by fighters of the Polisario Front who are 
waging war with Algerian support Lo establ- 
ish a Saharan Arab Democratic Republic. 
The war has split the OAU and prompted 
walkouts by a number of countries at two 
recent meetings of the organization. 

Moroccan Foreign Minister Muhammad 
Boucetta Friday began a tour of seven coun- 
tries which belong to an OAU committee 
formed to arrange a ceasefire in Western 


Sahara and bold a referendum among its 
people on their future. 

Boucetta took messages from King Hassan 
to the presidents of the countries involved 
which are Guinea, Kenya, Mali. Nigeria, 
Sierra Leone, Sudan and Tanzania. 


They added th'at the matter was likely to be 
discussed informally at a meeting of EEC 
foreign ministers in -Brussels next week, 
although a formal announcement of the visits 
probably would -not come until after the 
Israeli withdrawal, : due before April 26. A 
Belgian Foreign Ministry spokesman 
declined comment on Tindemans' plans. 

The EEC formulated a statement on the 
Middle East in Venice in 1980, when it called 
for the involvement of the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization (PLO) in peace talks. 

Since then, successive presidents of the 
EEC Council of Ministers- have visited the 
area during their six-month term- of office, 
but no clear community role has.emerged.

- The, Organization, pi Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC) which, met in Vienna yesterday faced a crisis situation 
which, hopefully, it has overcome for die time being although 
the dangers of divisions in its ranks wDI remain to haunt the 
members for a long time to come. 

The member states had no alternative but to agree to cut 
output in order to reduce the worldwide glut and preserve 
prices at around the $34 benchmark for Saudi Arabian light. 
But problems still persist. There is a lot of oil in the stockpiles 
of the major industrial states notably the U.S., Japan and the . 
EEC. The urge to buy has been blunted by conservation and i 
the development of alternative sources of energy, including 
the utilization of coal. The current ecoaomic slowdown in the j 
I West has helped the consuming nations to limit their imports 
j or bargain tor discounts. 

Eager to please, some OPEC members have been selling 
their products cheaply. The spot market in Rotterdam which 
was created to sell oil at prices higher than those fixed by 
OPEC, has been converted into a sellers’ market, thanks to 
those who wanted to sell oil in a hurry. 

OPEC has lost considerably in terms of cash and prestige 
largely because some member states had not heeded the voice 
of reason and failed to adhere to the resolutions and recom- 
mendations of the organization. It is no longer that fearsome 
body that could sway the fortunes of mankind with a state- 
ment fixing the price of oil. But it can still be saved from 
disintegration, which the U.S. wants to see, and retain its unity 
and sanity if all the member states make an honest effort to 
respect their own resolutions. 

OPEC is at present in a much weaker position than it used 
to be even a year ago. The world has learned to live with the 
new price structure, to save fuel, to stockpile it and to use 
more coal and nuclear energy. The golden days of the oil 
producer may be nearly over, but OPEC still wields enormous 
bargaining value and power if it will only realize that further 
squabbling and undercutting may adversely hurt its chances of 
getting a fair price for its precious product. j

Mexico will shortly take its peace plan for Central 
America a step further with approaches to Com- 
munist Cuba and leftist Nicaragua, officials said 
here. They said a weekend meeting between Fore- 
ign Minister Jorge Castaneda and U.S. Secretary of 
State Alexander Haig left the Mexican government 
cautiously optimistic about eventually ending the 
political upheavals and strains in the region. 

The meeting, the second in a week, ended with 
both parties agreeing that the peace plan — primar- 
ily aimed at ending the blood) civil war in El Sal- 
vador — formed a working framework for further 
discussions. 

(In a clarification of U.S. policy. Haig said on 
Monday Washington would, however, negotiate on 
its own behalf and not through Mexico in seeking a 
peaceful settlement in the region.) 

Mexico is an ally of Washington’s two current 
bugbear nations. Cuba and Nicaragua, and Cas- 
taneda said he would present their governments 
with a progress report on his talks with Haig in the 
next week or so. 

The peace plan w as announced by President Jose 
Lopez Portillo last month to liy to erase the three 
main areas of conflict in the region. These are: 

— The struggle between leftist guerrillas and the 
U.S.-backed government forces of EJ Salvador. 

— The war of words between the United States 
and Nicaragua, accused by Washington of aiding 


the Salvadoran guerrillas and directing their milit- 
ary operations. 

— The renewed tension between the United States 
and its long-term foe, Cuba, which Washington says 
is a Soviet puppet behind the instability of the whole 
of Central America. 

Officials -here said Mexico's guarded optimism 
stemmed from having persuaded the United States 
at least to consider Lopez' Portillo's so far undis- 
closed plan and the possibility of a U.S. dialogue 
with Cuba. Neither Haig nor Castaneda would 
reveal the details of their discussions but the Mexi- 
can said some sort of non-aggression pact between 
the United States and Nicaragua should be worked 
out. 

As well as charging Nicaragua with aiding the 
Salvadoran guerrillas, Washington has accused it of 
a massive arms buildup beyond its obvious needs. 
The Nicaraguans say the weapons are needed in 
view of the threat of U.S. -sponsored counter- 
revolution or invasion. 

Castaneda said at the weekend Haig implicitly 
agreed that for Nicaragua to make pledges about its 
future activities ii would have to receive assurances 
about its security. 

Apart from imminent discussions between Mex- 
ico and Cuba and Nicaragua, officials said any fresh 
impetus to the peace plan would probably have to 
wait until the March 28 National Assembly elec- 
tions in El Salvador. Castaneda and Haig have 
agreed to meet shortly after the election. 

* Although details of the Mexican peace plan have 


not been revealed, it is known President Lopez 
Portillo hopes to push all sides toward constructive 
' talks to replace the threats and counter-threats of 
recent months. 

Mexico, now economically powerful because of 
its oil wealth, has been taking a leading role in the 
affairs of Central America, previously considered a 
U.S. preserve. It has frequently expressed its sol- 
idarity with Fidel Castro of Cuba and only last 
month Lopez Portillo received Nicaragua’s highest 
honor because of his continuing support for that 
country’s leftist rulers. 

"But Mexico is also on friendly terms with the 
United States and it sees its unique position as a 
go-between as holding the best chance for an end to 
the violence of the region," one diplomat here said.. 

Mexico opposes the March 28 election in El Sal- 
vador because it is boycotted by the left while 
Washington hopes it will provide a way out of the 
crisis. The Mexican government, backed by France, 
has urged that the guerrillas be universally recog- 
nized as a political force and have a place at the 
negotiating table. 

Meanwhile, Mexico is pressing ahead with its 
diplomatic efforts in the certainty that the election 
will not end the violence that has claimed 30,000 
lives in two years. A cartoon in El National* Mex- 
ico's state newspaper, summed up the government’s 
view. It showed President Lopez Portillo aboard a 
train named "peace plan” on tracks pointing to "the 
only way.”' (R) 


U.S. fears another El Salvador in Guatemala

GUATEMALA CITY — 
The groups that run Guatemala made a major 
and perhaps fatal mistake last week. They fell out 
with each other in public. The row over whether last 
Sunday s elections had been tigged in favor of the 
candidate backed by the military* Gen. Angel Ani- 
bal Guevara, was mostly conducted in terms of 
constitutional niceties. But. in reality, it was a fun- 
damental difference of opinion over how 
Guatemala can be saved from the guerrillas. 

The three politicians who claimed that the gen- 
eral’s victory was fraudulently achieved are strange 
bedfellows: an extreme reactionary. Mario San- 
doval, who has proclaimed his faith in National 
Socialism "but without the socialism"; Alejandro 
Maldonado, a moderate conservative whom the 
U.S. Embassy would dearly have loved to have seen 
as victor: and, Gustavo Anzucin Viclman. an 
architect whose showing was so poor that local wags 
dubbed him the candidate who was better known 
before the election than afterward. 

All three, however, were civilians and they could 
claim, even on the basis of the contested official 
voting figures, that together they presented a 
majority against "eomimiismo." or the virtually 
unbroken succession of generab who have ruled 
Guatemala for the past 30 years. 


More importantly, all three would agree that 
Guatemala has readied a beggar's crossroads in 
terms of how it will emerge from its present- crisis, a 
crisis which is costing nearly 600 fives a month and 
which has made this most beautiful of Central 
American nations a pariah in the international 
community. 

There is nothing in the constitution which states 
Ihui the president should be a former defense minis- 
ter hut the military apparently decided that the 
safest thing to do was to cany on as before. 

To the dismay of the U.S. Guatemala’s military 
leadership has proved impervious to offers of milit- 
ary aid in return for improving its human rights 
image. Outgoing President Gen. Romeo Lucas 
Garcia has preferred to maintain the almost total 
illation of his country from the rest of the world 
rather chan accede to U.S. requests that he limit the 
operations of the "death squads" which Amnesty 
International claims operate from an annex of the 
presidential palace. 

The extent to which the military operate as a law 
unto themselves was strikingly visible last week as 
the three opposition leaders were bundled into a 
police van after trying to make their way to the 
presidential palace to present a petition to Gen. 
Lucas to declare the elections null and void. 

Despite U.S. growing fears that Guatemala is on 


the verge of becoming another El Salvador, -the 
military leadership appears determined to continue 
much as before. Israel and Argentina have largely 
filled the gap since President Carter stopped milit- 
aiy aid to Guatemala in 1977. But with its foreign 
exchange reserves running dry and the guerrilla war 
spreading, the country is finding it increasingly dif- 
ficult, if not impossible, to arrange overseas credits. 

The four guerrilla groups clearly failed in their 
efforts to prevent last Sunday’s elections, but they 
made their presence felt through pamphlets slipped 
to visiting correspondents and by arranging the pub- 
lication of their manifesto in local newspapers as 
part of the ransom to be paid for the release of a 
kidnapped local journal isr. 

Guatemala no longer has the resources to fight 
the guerrillas without a major injection of U.S. aid, 
especially helicopters and combat aircraft. Military 
analysts say the army wants to double its present 
strength of just over 20,000 men — another step 
which would need U.S. assistance. 

Unless President Guevara can show that he is a 
general with a difference, that his proclaimed com- 
mitment to serial reform is more than campaign 
rhetoric, few here believe that he can be sold by 
President Reagan to a Congress already fearful of 
the direction U.S. policy is taking elsewhere in Cen- 
tral America. — (ONS)

Its outcome is likely tb 
determine whether the Social Democrats can regain 
lost momentum in their, attempt' to- destroyiThc 
entrenched two-party system that has seen power 
swing back and forth between the Conservative and 
Labor parties for most of this century. 

■ “This election can alter the whole direction of 
British politics,” Jenkins said at an election meet- 
ing. “If either of the two major parties win they can 
sit back and heave a .sigh of relief." 

The ruling Conservative Party and the opposition 
Labor Party are tiying to halt what at times has 
seemed like a relentless Social Democratic- band- 
wagon. The Social Democrats' ratings, boosted by 
an electoral pact with the Libera IP arty, reached a 
peak in November when Shirley Williams, a popu- 
lar former minister, overturned a large Conserva- 
tive majority to become the only member of parli- 
ament (MP) elected as a Social Democrat. 

All 27 other SDP MPs in the- 635-seat' House of 
Commons were elected in the 1979 general election 
either on Labor or Conservative tickets and later 
defected to the new party. . = 

Recent public opinion polls have shown support 
for the Liberal-Social Democratic Alliance to be 
slipping. This decline was attributed to differences 
between the two partners over how to share out 
parliamentary seats to be contested in rhe next gen- 
eral election. 

' As the candidates in Hillhead go into; the last 
week of campaigning, most pollsagree that Jenkins 
is running a poor third behind the two. major par- 
• ties. 

Jenkins aigues that he never expected it to-be 
easy. He believes there is a lot of potential support 
for him among tbe high proportion of voters who 
say they are undecided. He is the favorite of many 
Social Democrats to lead the new party, whose first 
anniversary is on the day after next week's baDot, 
into the general election that must be held by May 
1984. 

He has more experience of government than any 
of the SDFs other three founding ex-Labo minis- 
ters and is the only one. according to political 
sources, to whom Liberal Party leader David Steel 
would readily defer.

‘Triad mafia’ leaders 


control Hong Kong crime 


Asian youth 
join causes , 
are idealists

“Whether on the street or in the executive 


! HON G KONG (LAT) — “ Five-Star” Wu 
'walks with a swagger through the Shek Kip 
Mei housing project. Six strong men accom- 
pany him, teen-agers call out greetings, 
shopkeepers and street hawkers are deferen- 
tial and two patrolling policemen salute. 
Other people simply get out of his way. 

It is dearly his turf, and Wu says, '* I run this 
place, and what 1 say goes.” 

The reason is that Wu is believed by resi- 
dents to lead the largest criminal gang operat- 
ing in the housing project. These so-called 
Triad gangs, an outgrowth of the ancient 
Triad societies that were based on three ele- 
ments— heaven. earth and man — are some- 
times called the Chinese mafia. 

As the leader of such a gang, Wu is said by 
residents to control all the drug sales, loan- 
sharking, extortion, gambling and any other 
crime that goes on in this area. 

Wu also claims, according to residents, to 
be able to find bigger apartments in newer 
housing projects For them, to get government 
inspectors to - ignore health, fire and other 
types of violations and even to arrange for 
promotions in the police force — all for sub- 
stantial fees. 

“Me. a Triad leadei?" Wu said in a recent 
brief encounter at a coffee shop. “To be a 
Triad member is against the law in Hong 
Kong, and to be a leader must be a very big 
crime. Here, everyone knows Five Star Wu is 
an honorable man.” 

Wu's protestations of innocence drew 
laughs, but residents said later that, as far as 
they know, he has never been convicted of 
any crime, and this adds to his aura of power.- 
The police have no comment except to say 
that every allegation is investigated. 

The Hong Kong police acknowledge, how- 
ever, that the Triads and their criminal 
activities are still very much a fact of life here, 
despite intense efforts over the last 25 years 
to dislodge them. 

In many areas of Hong Kong, particularly 
the densely populated neighborhoods of the 
Kowloon Peninsula. Triads effectively con- 
trol street life, the police say, and sometimes 
exercise greater authority than the govern- 
ment. 

Total Triad membership is estimated at 
80.000 divided among 37 societies and about 
200 constituent gangs, according to Divi- 
sional Superintendent Ben Munford, head of 
the police Triad squad. 

Only 15 percent of the Triad members are 
believed to be actively engaged in criminal 
activities, but they are held responsible for 
about a third of all the major crimes reported 
in Hong Kong and as much as two-thirds of 
racketeering. From 55 percent of Hong 
Kong’s male prisoners at any given time are 
Tri3d members. 

Many of the 85 percent of Triad members., 
not directly involved m crime have infiltrated 
deeply into legitimate businesses, banking 
and finance, the Hong Kong colonial gov- 
ernment and even the police force. They are 
sworn on penalty of death to assist each 
other. 

“These secret Triad connections run 
through the whole fabric of life in Hong 
Kong,” a prosecutor said in seeking the con- 
viction last year of a businessman who has 
called on fellow Triad members to help force 
a competitor into bankruptcy.

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offices, they are criminal conspiracies, not 
benevolent aid societies and they are 
corrupting society." 

Despite successful penetration of several 
Triad societies recently, the police are not 
certain they know the foil extent of Triad 
activities. 

“They go wherever there is money ” chief 
inspector Robert Cheng of the Triad squad 
said. “We can follow the partem of street 
crime and investigate their other suspected 
activities, but they spread very quickly into 
new fields and increasingly into legitimate 
businesses. Yesterday', it may have been 
drugs^and protection rackets; today, video 
game centers; tomorrow, night clubs.” 

Hong Kong's rapidly developing economy 
does seem to offer endless opportunities for 
the Triads. When several hotels, restaurants 
and nightclubs opened recently in a glittery 
new tourist section, two rival Triad groups 
battled over the lucrative protection racket 
business there. Each new housing develop- 
ment is worth about $250,000 in protection 
money from the builders working there. 

The influx of tens of thousands of immig- 
rants from China has led Triads to counterfeit 
identity cards, to smuggle in relatives left 
behind and to build and sell huts as“squatter 
housing” ' 

The 16,000 members of the Chiu Chau 
group of six Triad societies, by far the most 
tightly organized and one based largely on 
ethnic ties, is believed by narcotics agents to 
control the drug traffic in Hong Kong, with a 
network that extends to Thailand, most of the 
rest of Southeast Asia and back into China. 

Although the police here say that Hong 
Kong's Triads generally have no other over- 
seas operations. Western law enforcement 
and diplomatic sources said there is a “work- 
ing, ad hoc affiliation" between the Triads 
here and Chinese criminal gangs in the 
United States, Canada and Western Europe. 

Leung Sing, who at 42 has spent 16 % of 
the last 20 years in prison here for Triad 
activities, said that police reports of Triad 
activities underestimate their scope and the 
number of Triad members involved. 

“They just don’t know any better,” Leung, 
now a social worker, said. 

Hong Kong police work to keep the Triads 
fragmented and without strong leadership, 
fearing a major threat to law and order in the 
colony if they unite. Some Chinese attribute 
an increase in violent crime in recent years to 
the Triads' degeneration. . 

In the minds of many, Hong Kong’s Triads 
are still associated with the secret societies 
that started in Fujian province, on China's 
southeast coast, in the 1 7th century to fight 
the Manchu takeover of the imperial throne. 
These groups had a robin hood quality that 
continued for two centuries. They retained 
considerable political power in China until 
the Communist victory over the Nationalists 
in 1949, when many members fled to Hong 
Kong .and abroad. 

A survey of school students by the Prison 
Preventers Organization last year indicated 
that as many as 47,000 youth have been per- 
suaded or intimidated into joining Triad 
groups. Police dispute that figure, however, 
saying that no more than 1,500 had actually 
gone through the initiation ceremony. 

Asked why community leaders in the shek 
kip met housing project do not press for 
Five-Star Wu’s arrest, a social worker said. 

"They are afraid that the day after they 
went to the police they would be dead. Their 
children and grandchildren maimed, their 
stores burned out...it is simply a case of rec- 
ognizing who is strong here on the ground.”

Californians hunt killers 

coyotes striking back; 
numbers move to cities

LOS ANGELES (LOS.) — In the Western 
plains of the United States, which it inhabited 
for centuries before the first settlers came, 
the coyote is gassed, poisoned, burned in its 
dens, caught in steel traps, shot at from gov- 
ernment helicopters, taken in hundreds of 
thousands for its fur. 

The tough, wily “prairie wolf' is a pre- 
dator, accused of causing $100 million in 
damage to livestock each year. But now. in 
the canyons and the foothills that ring Los 
Angeles, the coyote is striking back — hunt- 
ing man. killing his pets in thousands for food. 

“The coyote has moved to the edges of the 
city in astonishing numbers over the past 
three years,” said Robert Howell, head of 
Los Angeles county's coyote control prog- 
ram. “In Glendale, a township on Los 
Angeles" outskirts, you’ll easily find 50 in a 
10-square mile area. In the wild, you’d be 
lucky to find five in the same space. 

“They come for water, lapping it out of 
Hollywood swimming pools. They come for 
garbage, left-over chicken, T-bone steaks, 
jelly doughnuts, stuff they like to rip out of 
plastic bags. They’ve become a really spoiled 
animal with a full menu.” 

But not. apparently, full enough. One hot 
morning last summer three-year^old Kelly 
Keen wandered from her Glendale home, to 
sit on the curb. Her father came from the 
house minutes later to find only her sandals. 
Up the road he saw a coyote, about four feet 
in length, dragging the baby along, its jaws 
clamped on her neck. 

“It was like it was killing a sheep," said 
Robert Keen. He chased the animal 30 yards 
into the brush before it dropped its prey. His 
daughter died in hospital of a broken neck 
hours later. 

This first known death by coyote set off a 
furor among residents. Communities from 
the Hollywood Hills to affluent Topanga 
Canyon above Malibu reported thousands of 
incidents in which coyotes had killed cats, 
dogs and pet birds. 

Ten attacks on humans were verified, rang- 
ing from a five-year-old girl bitten in the 
stomach and dragged from the family back- 
yard, to a 67-year-old man wounded in the 
leg as he tried to chase an animal from his 
garbage can.

Visitors avoid Aswan, 
trade recovers slowly

ASWAN, Egypt (AP) — Idle horse-drawn 
carriages on the shady Nile promenade, 
single-sailed feluccas tied fast to the docks, 
hungry, irritable souvenir hawkers — all 
attest to the slump in tourism that followed 
President Anwar Sadat's assassination. 

Such inactivity is rare for high season in 
Aswan, the ancient trading city that is the site 
of the 4th century B.C. Temples of Philae, the 
red granite quarries where the pharaoh' s arti- 
sans fashioned needle-like obelisks and other 
monuments and the Soviet-designed high 
dam. 

“Not good,” is the way carriage drivers, 
black-market moneychangers and others 
answer the question "how’s business.” 

A West German guide on a Nile River 
cruise boat from Aswan to Luxor tells of a 
trip last January when 12 tourists had the 
184-bed ship all to themselves. They were 
served by an 86-person crew. 

At the awe-inspiring temple of Abu Sim- 
beL built by the Pharaoh Ramses n about 
149 miles (240 kilometers) south of Aswan 
and moved 17 years ago to escape the waters 
of the high dam’s Lake Nasser, a tourist guide 
says eight to 10 planeloads of visitors arrived 
daily in December compared with 14 a day 
last year. 

The slump is an unusual pleasure for those 
who discounted the uncertainty that loomed 
after Sadat's death. Located on the Tropic of 
Cancer, Aswan is extremely hot in summer 
but in winter, temperatures hover in the high 
60s (18-20 C). With lush botanical gardens 
nestled in the Nile’s dune-rimmed valley, 
Aswan is one of the most relaxed and quiet 
towns in Egypt. 

According to official figures, the Oct. 6 
shooting in Cairo, 446 miles (720 kms) to the 
north, led to a 12 percent drop in tourism for 
the last three months of 1981 , compared with 
the previous year. Up to then, the govern- 
ment had been boasting a 16 percent 
increase. The final figure for the year showed 
a 9.S percent growth, to 1376 million foreign 
viators. 

January's overall figures were off only one 
percent from 1981. “Things are improving 


for a second” said Howell, “and never to 
leave pets out at night.” 

In townships like Glendale, dotted along 
the foot of the nation's largest urban moun- 
tain range, county officials have declared war 
on the coyote. Since September, when the 
drive began. 90 animals have been caught in 
steel-jawed traps or shot by marksmen. Hun- 
dreds more have been killed, often by poison, 
in other parts of the west. 

An estimated two-thirds escape from 
traps, sometimes by chewing off a leg. 
“They’re clever creatures," Howell said. 

Coyote control has triggered bitter argu- 
ment. On one hand is a broad public demand 
for more trapping. On the other is the anger 
of environmentalists who see the prairie wolf 
as a victim of man’s invasion of the wilder- 
ness. They claim the danger is being grossly 
overstated. 

“The coyote is being made a bogyman " 
said a Sierra Club executive. “The assault on 
them is a hysterical emotional reaction to the 
Glendale child’s death.” Wild life groups also 
charge that the $100 million livestock loss 
claimed by farmers is a wild exaggeration. 

Interior Secretary James Watt has added to 
the fuss by giving the go-ahead to a broader 
attack on the animal that includes use of a 
controversial poison. Compound 1080. 
Placed in collars on sheep, it kills the coyote 
when it bites the neck. 

California Senator Alan Cranston has 
denounced Watt’s plan as “indiscriminate 


slaughter that would harm birds and animals 
that may feed off the poisoned carcases. If the 
livestock industry is in trouble, it's because of 
inflation and foreign competition, not the 
coyote." 

None the less, poisoning has become wide- 
spread in the rural west. So heated is the 
debate that one wildlife official has received 
death threats. 

Howell says he ne\er uses J 080. “Ours is a 
limited program. Seventy of the 90 animals 
killed werein the Glendale area, where the 
Keen baby died, so it's not an all-out effort to 
eliminate the coyote." 

Hillside residents, he says, add to the prob- 
lem by offering hospitality to the animals that 
Mark Twain called “the most friendless of 
God's creatures." 

Keen says neighbors often fed the animals 
that killed his child, putting out dinner 
remains on paper plates. Regular customers 
were nicknamed, like pets. 

The best answer, said Howell, is to ban 
coyote-feeding and teach people to contain 
their trash. The country has made feeding an 
offense punishable by a S 1 00 fine and offers 
$500 rewards “for information leading to a 
conviction of persons habitually feeding 
coyotes." 

‘ “We have to re-install a fear of man in the 
coyote," said Lila Brooks, head of California 
Wildlife Defenders. “We must drive them 
back into the hills where they belong, not kill 
them." 


BANGKOK (Depthncws)— He is jobless 
and belongs to what Asia’s economic plan- 
ners call the “absolutely poor.” His formal 
education seldom goes beyond the primary 
level. Often resentful and bitter at his station 
in life, he suffers emotional conflict on top of 
physical deprivation. 

i In certain extreme cases, he can be found 
holed up in the hills, armed and waging guer- 
rilla warfare. Full of idealism, he goes for 
causes labeled by his country 's government as 
"subversive, leftist or extremist." 

This is a coniposiie profile of ihe youth in 
Asia today. It emerged from a recent meeting 
of experts on youth development represent- 
ing 20 United Nations specialized agencies, 
government and non-government organiza- 
tions. 

Held in Bangkok under the auspices of the 
U.N. Economic and Socaii Commission for 
Asia and the Pacific (ESCAP). the meeting 
entered the records as one of the pre- 
liminaries for worldwide observance of 
International Youth Year in 19S5.as proc- 
laimed by the U.N. General Assembly. 

A basic paper prepared by ESCAP and 
discussed by the experts underscored the fol- 
lowing: 

Asia's youths have played and continue to 
play a major role in social and political 
upheavals in the region constituting the 
“crisis strata in the development process."^ 

Those 25 years old and below constitute 57 
percent of the total population in Asia esti- 
mated in mid-1 98 1 at 2.6 billion. Those in the 
1 5 to 24 age group alone number around 400 
million. 

The youngsters account for the bulk of the 
unemployed and underemployed in all of the 
developing countries in the region. 

As pictured by the experts. Asia's youth is 
“idealistic, imbued with a natural passion of 
justice and full of energy and dynamism. ..are 
ready to take up causes which give promise of 
a better life and society. They demand a grea- 
ter role and recognition in society: they desire 
to contribute to and participate in important 
national decisions ultimately affecting their 
lives. Youth arc no longer content with 
merely being social “inheritors." They want 
to assume roles as "actors” and active part- 
ners in the development process." 

After its five-day session, the meeting sug- 
gested guidelines for recommended activities 
designed to involve the youth as "equal part- 
ners" in development. 

The meeting called on all governments in 
the region to implement programs that would 
create opportunities for self-employment for 
the youth. This strategy could be a “key fac- 
tor” in reducing unemployment in the region, 
with vocational training as the most viable 
vehicle for such self-employment.

slowly, and I think(P<resident Hosni) 
Mubarak’s trip to the United States and 
Europe will help a bit because that’s where 
most of the tourists come from,” said a U.S. 
diplomat who studies tourism. 

The Western states and Japan account for 
about half Egypt's tourists, the Arab states 
for 40 percent. The rest are mainly from 
Socialist nations. 

Butthe recovery has not been as quick here 
in upper Egypt — a geographical term that is 
difficult for the Westerner to comprehend. 
The term derives from the fact that the Nile 
flows from south to north. A series of earth 
tremors in November and January did 
nothing to boost confidence. 

Mohammed Abdel-Hady, director of 
Egypt’s remote earthquake sensing center in 
Cairo, said the quakes had not damaged and 
were not a threat to the dam, which was built 
to withstand tremors up to 8.0 on the Richter 
scale at or near its base. The two strongest 
ones, located some distance away, measured 

6.3 and 5.1 

But the quakes caused concern and the 
government has organized a study group of 
foreign experts to prepare a white paper 
report. “We think all the evidence now indi- 
cates that this is a minor problem that is sub- 
siding,” said Abdel-Hady. 

Tourism, Lake Nasser fishing and sugar- 
cane farming are the three pillars of Aswan's 
economy, and the first is most important in 
Egypt's foreign exchange-starved economy. 
According to the latest figures, tourism 
brought the equivalent of $ 1 . 1 billion into the 
treasury last year, compared with S907 mil- 
lion in 1980. 

These totals do not include tourist money 
traded on the black market, which pays as 
much as 25 percent more than the official 
rate. 

The government is now requiring foreig- 
ners to pay bills at four and five-star hotels in 
foreign currency at the official rate it also is 
considering requiring all foreigners arriving 
in Egypt to exchange S 1 50 at the official rate.

-capture foreign currency in the banking sys- 
tem may backfire by discouraging tourism.

People are used to hearing sounds of life, silence scares them

JEDDAH — Human beings are con- 
ditioned to sounds. Sounds command us. 
Sounds control us. Sounds annoy us. sounds 
please us. We get completely absorbed in the 
sounds of one kind, and we are easily dis- 
tracted by the sounds of anothef kind. Per- 
sons are afraid of any sudden, strange sound; 
and equally afraid of a familiar, harsh sound. 
We are engulfed by a sea of sounds, it is really 
strange, that though our lives arc ruled by 
sounds, wc show so little awareness of the 
sounds and voices that regulate our sleeping 
and waking hours. 

Sounds, more than any other stimulus, 
affect our lives. There arc the shouts of joy. 
and the screams of pain in our environment. 
Many people are familiar with different ani- 
mal sounds. A language is nothing but cerrain 
sounds following a partem. Words, and more 
than words, the sound or tone of those words 
influences us. moves us. makes us or destroys 
us. The sounds are the source of nil joy and 


DOCTORS NEED 
TO BE AWARE 
OF DEPRESSION 


Dear Dr. Steincrohn: For months, my father was a problem in our 
household. Formerly an optimistic person, he became quite pessimis- 
tic. 

But in addition to that, he seemed to withdraw from the family. 
He'd sit by himselfand not enter into any family discussions. He didn't 
seem to care for himself or for us. 

He was no longer a loving father and husband. He was unable to 
concentrate on anything. He used to love to read, but he gave that up, 
too. 

Not until we kept insisting that he see our family doctor was the 
diagnosis made. The doctor said he was suffering from depression. 

He prescribed some special drugs and my father has improved 
tremendously. I wish others in a similar situation would realize that 
depression is a serious malady that needs medical help as soon as 
possible. - Mrs. F. 

Dear Mrs. Fj You're so right. One estimate is that there are at least 
20 million patients suffering depression in the United States. As 
there are only 20.000 psychiatrists. the case load for diagnosis and 
treatment must be shared by alert family physicians. 

There is a pressing need for this as 15 percent of all depressed 
patients commit or attempt to commit suicide. 

In the elderly, depression is more often overlooked than in the 
young. Symptoms are masked. Common causes of depression in 
older persons are bereavement, loss of employment. lessened physi- 
cal ability, serious illness, or taking too many powerful drugs without 
the doctor's knowledge. 

The doctor should ask candidly about suicidal thoughts when he 
interviews his depressed patient. But if the patient is apparently 
suicidal, hospitalization may be necessary. 

Doctors should be continually aware of the possibility of depres- 
sion being present. Especially in patients who have a number of 
physical complaints such as indeterminate aches and pains, digestive 
problems, fatigue and insomnia. These symptoms may disguise 
underlying depression. The doctor should be especially suspicious if 
.the patient is sad and apathetic. 


sorrow. To a much greater extent than even 
the sense of sight, hearing is responsible for 
producing happiness or sorrow in us. 

The lightning leaves us cold, if we don't 
hear the accompanying thunder, which 
strikes terror in the hearts. The so-called 
"horror-movies" would look ridiculous 
without the horrifying music and ghostly 
sound-effects. 'Dracula'. without that hollow 
terrifying voice of his. would barely des«. , ie a 
slap on his face. Without sound such movies 
would at best be insipid if not outrigh« ■ Jicr- 
ous. 

Sound is life, movement; silence is death, 
stillness: it symbolizes the quietness of the 
grave. It is impossible for man to live without 
some noise around him. No other species is 
given to producing and maintaining so much 
noise in its surroundings as man. Man may 
best be described as a “noise-loving species." 

Man has been so thoughtless in providing 
himself amply with noise that •noise- 
pollution' has become a problem in all the big 
cities oF the world. People used to a harmoni- 


ous and balanced level of noise in their quiet, 
country life, feel upset when subjected to the 
high-pitched din of the dries. On the other 
hand, people whose ears get attuned to noise, 
feel uncomfortable when the level of noise is 
drastically reduced around them. A common 
example is that of the sleeping passengers, in 
a noisy long-distance train, who are jolted 
into consciousness whenever the train comes 
to a halt. 

At all the times we are surrounded by 
sounds. A completely soundless moment is 
hard to imagine. Even when you think that 
there is absolute silence, you can hear your 
own breathing or your heart pounding. 

Human voices, various sounds and the 
noise give us courage, give us reassurance. 
That is why even the late hours on the busy 
city roads are less fearsome than the early 
evenings in the countryside. Man is afraid of 
the mystery hidden in the veils of silence. 
Dead bodies scare us more because they are 
silent. 

The absence of sound makes- us afraid.

Dear Doctors: A re doctors still doing heart transplants? — Mr. C. 

Dear Mr. C_* Brilliant heart surgeon Christian Barnard performed 
the world's first heart transplant at Broot Schur Hospital in 
Capetown. South African in December 1967. 

But problems with infections, immunological rejection and other 
complications soon frustrated surgeons, and enthusiasm for the pro- 
cedure waned, in the United States most have discontinued the 
operation. 

However, there is still one institution in this country — Stanford 
University Medical Center, headed by Norman E. Shumway, M.D. 
— which still specializes in the procedure. 

Seven of 2 32 patients who received transplants at Stanford in 1974 
have survived for five years. Nine of IS operated in 1975 survived for 
four years. \ .velve of 20 operated in 1976 survived for three years. 
Of the 1977 recipients. II of 19 have survived for two years. The 
Stanford group does between 20 and 25 Transplants each year, Mr. C. 

* • * * 

For Mrs. T- You should be more optimistic about the results of 
kidney transplants. One-year survival rates of kidney transplant 
patients is almost 90 percent. In 1974. the ratio of survival was 72 
percent. 

The improvement is due to sophisticated used of drugs and other 
treatment to suppress rejection and quicklv treat any complication.

For Mrs. U.: Stop any ten adults and ask them to enumerate the 
risk factors in heart disease. At Feast 8 out of 1 0 will answer (in whole 
or in part): obesity, high cholesterol, smoking, poor family history, 
high blood pressure, being continually tense. 

Wc believe that your husband is also aware of these threats to the 
heart. But being aware is not the only requirement. Unless he takes 
off at least 30 pounds and quits his 2-pack-a-day habit, he remains a 
candidate for a heart attack. These are the cold facts, Mrs. U.

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Entering a derelict, ruined and soundless 
building is just like entering the tombs of the 
Pharaohs. The vast expanses of space, filled 
with limitless silence, strike terror into the 
human mind. 

There is a desperate, almost universal urge 
in man to talk to or listen to somebody else, in 
order to get away from his own private fears. 
Quite a few people might be beard carrying 
on a loud, self-dialogue, when there is 
nobody to talk to. 

''Loud thinking” is much the same thing. 
Doubtlessly, one can probably think better 
silently, but quite often It is not the words that 
matter, but the sound of -words is the real 
thing. Many old, solitary people ward off the 
fear of silence by talking to themselves. 

If a conscious computer could listen to and 
pass judgement on human conversation, it 
would probably describe it as “mere rubbish 
and meaningless jumble of words.” Many 
people waste their time saying things they 
don't mean, or listening to what they don't 
want, or need to hear. Look at any group of 
women, children or men. They are 
all talking, talking and talking 
People talk at the street corners, shops, 
restaurants. In their homes, in the planes or 
trains and even in the libraries. You hear rhe 
same things repeated over and over again. 
Same old jokes being told ad nauseam! 

Human beings do not talk because great 
truths have to be propounded: they speak 
because through the medium of speech they 
get a sense of belonging to each other; and 
each individual is not left alone to go his own 
way. Shackled by the chain of woids, human 
race is kept from falling apart. 

Children are instinctive noise producers; 
they can never play quietly. They can’t enjoy 
any game unless they shout at the same time. 
The adults, too, are nor very different in this 
respect. Just imagine watching a “noiseless” 
soccer match! 

Public fairs, festivals or other special occa- 
sions are unthinkable without loud music, 
cheering or shouting. Pass through any resi- 
dential area and the blaring music from the 
stereos, radios and TV will pierce your ears. 

Victories in the battles of the past were 
celebrated with triumph amidst cheers and 
hurrahs; and the celebration of the soccer 
victories today follows an almost identical 
pattern. In the battles of the past, many a 
defeat turned into decisive victory when a 
small body of the reinforcing troops raised 
clamor enough as if a whole new army had 
entered the field, and the enemy would run 
away through sheer fright. It is not a mere 
coincidence that the militaiy^bands were an 
essential and leading component of all the 
advancing and victorious armies. The excit- 
ing, martial tunes would fQI the soldiers with 
courage and enthusiasm. Conversation, 
music, and the general noise of the marching 
army gave confidence to the foot soldier and 


the commander alike. This undoubtedly -was 
a great morale, booster. 

It is really the sound effect of the words 
that is important. History is replete with 
examples. A brave and well-worded oration 
delivered from the mouth of a weak com- 
mander, in timorous tones, would make the 
soldiers lose courage. But a bold, though not 
so well made speech, uttered in the fearless 
voice of an intrepid leader, would often fill 
the soldier with a spirit that, could not be 
daunted even by death. 

Human beings are conditioned to respond- 
ing automatically to the sound of words. It 
may be just incidental that the words gener- 
ally mean what they are supposed to mean 
but a word that means quite the opposite 
and has a simflarsourid of another word will 
bring about the same response. 

Infants don't understand the ieti£uhge; 
they understand the tone. They’ll like you 
even if you say harsh things in a pleasant tone. 
But. try saying nice things in the opposite 
tone, and you'U not be easily forgiven! 

No matter where you go, the country or the 
town, you can’t find escape from noise .'In the 
city of course, there is the din of the traffic, 
voices in the streets, the whirr of the engines, 
the rushing automobiles, the drone of the 
air-conditioners, the roar of the jets, the loud 
music played by. the neighbors. 

Though most sounds can be categorized as 
being welcome or unwelcome to the ears, the 
fact remains that any noise is more welcome 
than the complete absence of it. You may not 
like the disturbing noise of the kids, but you 
miss it when they are away. 

The countryside is never the quiet place 
that many people would like to think it is. The 
sounds come wafting to you when you are sriii 
at some distance from the village; as you 
come closer, the hum of the village life comes 
floating to you over the air. Just before dusk, 
shouts of the children at play, the sounds of 
the farmers returning from the fields, fill the 
air with a strange, thrilling noise. Late in the 
evening, when almost everything else has 
quietened down, the cicadas and the crickets 
set up their shrill melodies. 

The common familiar sounds are neces- 
sary ; we’d feel insecure without them. But on 
the other hand a sudden loud noise makes us 
uneasy and apprehensive; it can terrify us 
into a state of shock. A china plate crashing 
on the floor wflLstartleyou; a scream piercing 
through the still, peaceful night will terrify 
you. 

Nature itself loves noise. In the brilliant 
quiet weather of a “summer's vale,” you can 
hear the mountain rill humming as it traces its 
“meandering'' course down the hills. The 
wind rustles through the tall, majestic pines.

Armed troops patrol New Delhi 
Jakarta after riots Eposes rule 


IWbllCWS International 
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JAKARTA, March 19 (AP) — Soldiers 
wiili automatic weapons and armored cars 
continued to patrol this ciiy of 6 million peo- 
ple Friday following a riot that broke up an 
election campaign Thursday and left 62 pers- 
ons injured and 240 arrested. 

In the crowded northern pan of the city, six 
armored ears rolled down the streets while 
armed soldiers broke up small bands of peo- 
ple, Many offices closed early and the STreets 
were almost empty by late Friday afternoon 
except for the soldiers. 

In the heart of Jakarta, around Banteng 
Square, where the government- hacked Gol- 
kar Party held an election campaign Thurs- 
day. thousands of people were still milling 
about, snarling up traffic. 

A few miles from Banteng Square, several 
thousand, people had gathered along the stre- 
ets. One eyewitness said nearby an oil truck 
«as turned over and set afire by the crowd 
before soldiers and armored cars could pre- 
vent The eyewitness said most of the mas- 


ses were school children who seemed to be in 
a “rampaging mood." 

AD three parties campaigning in the upco- 
ming election denied having anything to do 
with Thursday's riot and issued a joint state- 
ment expressing regret over the incidents. 
They are the ruling Golkar Party, the Muslim 
United Development Party (PPP) and the 
Indonesian Democratic Party (PDI), 

A police spokesman said by late afternoon 
authorities had the situation under control. 
Adm. Sudomo, the commander of the 
National Security, said no one had been repo- 
rted killed in the rioting. 

Sudomo said offenders would be put on 
trial on charges of disturbing peace and 
order. He said all the three parties were told 
to forbid: students under 17 years old from 
taking part in the campaign. Those arrested 
in connection with the recent riot were mostly 
high school students who expressed ■symna- 
thy for the PPP.

Indira to open India festival in U.K. 


LONDON. March 19 (R) ~ Indian Prime 
Minister Indira Gandhi arrives in Britain 
Sunday to launch the most ambitious celebra- 
tion of India's cultural heritage, its artistic 
wonders and scientific achievements ever 
staged anywhere in the world. 

Her six-day visit, to inaugurate an eight- 
month festival of India, coincides with one of 
the periods of strain which have bedeviled 
Anglo-Indian relations since the British quit 
India fn 1947 following three centuries of 
imperial rule. If Mrs. Gandhi's discussions 
with Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher are 
anything like their encounter in New Delhi 
last April, observers expect there will be little 
agreement. 

Indian Foreign Minister P.V. Narasimha 
Rao told the Lok Sabha (parliament) then 
that the two Prime Ministers differed on alm- 
.ost all important issues and ended up merely 
living to understand each other's standpoint. 


Mrs. -Thatcher “stuck to her position and 
we had to put forward our point of view," he 
said. British officials, looking ahead to next 
week’s talks, say the two women are both 
strong-minded and like a good discussion. 

Tbeir publicly stated view is that Britain's 
relations with India are better than they have 
been for a long lime, and that personal rela- 
tionship between the two prime Ministers is 
good. But the officials admit there will be 
quite a heavy list of things on which they 
differ. 

In New Delhi last April, that list included 
the Soviet occupation of Afghanistan and 
Western defense countermoves, and the U.S. 
rearmament of neighboring Pakistan. British 
officials say Mrs. ‘ Thatcher's government *. is 
keen to discuss lndo- Pakistani relations. 
India's view of the Soviet Union and China, 
and how India sees prospects for its part of 
the world generally over the next few years.

the sources said. 


NEW DELHI, March 19 (AFP) — The 
Indian federal government Friday took con- 
trol of the strategic northeast Indian state of 
Assam which has been rocked by violence 
and anti-immigrant unrest for the- last three 
years, following the resignation Thursday of 
the state government. The government, 
dominated by Mrs. Gandhi's Congress (I) 
Party, was to have faced a no-confidence 
morion in the legislative assembly Friday. 

President Neelam Sanjiva Reddy signed 
the requisite notification early Friday, 
endorsing a cabinet decision recommending 
president's rule and dissolution of the state 
assembly. The cabinet took the decision 
Thursday night, apparently after going 
through the report of the state governor who 
had suggested federal rule and dissolution of 
the ministry. 

The state, where the local people are 
demanding detection and deportation of an 
estimated five million immigrant settlers 
from Bangladesh and Nepal, will now be 
ruled directly from the Indian capital. The 
ministry, led by Keshab Chandra Gogoi. 
lasted only 65 days, after having assumed 
office on Jan. 12. 

This was the fourth government to fall in 
Assam since the present assembly was 
elected in 1978 for a normal five-year term. 
The previous government was also controlled 
by the Congress Party, but the first wo were 
led by other parties. 

The Assam agnation, which took a violent 
turn in 1980. continues to pose problems for 
Mrs. Gandhi, given the state’s strategic 
character, geographical position and vast oil 
resources. Several rounds of discussions in 
New Delhi and the state capital, Gauhati. 
failed to bring about an agreement, with 
leaders of the agitation insisting that the 
immigrants should be deported to other 
Indian states or Bangladesh. 

China factory blast 
claims several lives 

HONG KONG, March 19 (AFP) — Sev- 
eral persons were killed and many airlifted to 
hospital after a powerful explosion rocked a 
medicine factory in the Fuding country of 
east China's Fijuian province facing the 
Taiwan straits. Radio Peking reported Fri- 
day. 

A broadcast monitored here said the blast 
was of such a great magnitude that aircraft 
from local Chinese Peopfe’s Liberation Army 
(PLA) units had to airlift the injured to hospi- 
tals in nearby provinces, and that a seven- 
man team of bums experts had to be flown in 
from far-off Shanghai. 

The explosion was caused by a fire which 
broke out in the factory's supplies area stock- 
piled with petroleum and other inflammable

Poles admit economy 
still in critical state 


LONDON. March 1 9 (AFP)— Last Polish 
government findings show Poland's economy 
remains in critical condition despite some 
recent positive signs, Warsaw television, 
monitored here by the BBC, has reported. 

Although "the rate at which production is 
fatting has been slowed down," the television 
said Thursday, quoting the Polish cabinet's 
economic committee, “the faD in production 
continues to be considerable in the proces- 
sing industry," especially at enterprises 
whose output depends on imported materi- 
als. 

Investment and housing construction were 
also in a bad state. 

The cabinet's planning commission had 
been asked to study the investment situation 
and make proposals for improving it. Hous- 


ing construction was down by 7,600 dwellings 
in January and February compared to the 
same period last year. And construction 
industiy was asking for urgent action to build 
200,080 dwellings this year. .But “the situa- 
tion w the extraction industry" — including 
lead, copper and silver mining — was “ more 
favorable," Warsaw television said. 

By March 15, a total 39.9 million tons of 
coal had been mined. This was 5.8 million 
tons more than in the same period last year 
and had "made h possible to cover the most 
important needs of industry." 

Production of polyethylene (used in pack- 
aging and insulation) and some farm machin- 
ery and equipment also showed “signs of 
improvement," the television said. Dairy 
produce and meat supplies were also up. 


Labor unrest grips Belgium 


BRUSSELS, March 19 (AFP) — The 
Socialist F.G.T.B. union has announced a, 
general strike next week and the 

Christian C.S.C. has called fora mass demon- 
stration in Brussels the following day. 

These moves follow the Brussels clashes 
between steel workers and police Tuesday. 
Many steel workers, from the Liege and 
Charleroi areas stand to lose their jobs as 
capacity is reduced. 

More generally, the F.G.T.B. is staging 
periodic strikes in protest at the austerity 
program imposed by the center-right gov- 
ernment of Wildried Martens, which was 
recently accorded special powers in parlia- 
ment for one year. 

Work stoppages are now affecting Flan- 
ders as well as Wallonia. Flemish rail services 
and the Port of Antwerp were hit Monday 

U.S. urges study 
of Third World 

GENEVA. March 19 (R) — The United 
States has urged United Nations develop- 
ment experts to stop blaming rich countries 
for Third World problems and to start study- 
ing why some poor states develop success- 
fully and others fail. 

Speaking Thursday to the governing body of 
the U.S. Conference on Trade and Develop^ 
ment (UNCTAD), U.S. delegate John St.' 
John said such a study could reveal which 
policies fostered growth best in developing 
economies. 

The UNCTAD secretariat should examine 
the trade, foreign exchange and domestic 
pricing policies of successful developing 
states to determine which paths were best, he 
said during open discussion of a secretariat 
report on protectionism which ended Thurs- 
day. ,u< *. . •

The austerity program includes a three- 
month wage freeze followed by moderate 
wage increases, along with reduced unemp- 
loyment allowances and increased welfare 
charges. The unions are finding it increas- 
ingly difficult to canalize discontent among 
workers staging unofficial strikes. 

The strife is worrying the financial com- 
munity, about a month after the 8.5 percent 
devaluation and ancillary measures. 

Meanwhile, just when the Flemish and 
Walloon communities are shelving their long 
standing squabble to face up to the austerity 
issue, the government has re-kindled the 
debate on so-called "regionalization" of 
industry: coal, textiles, steel, glassmaking and 
shipbuilding in particular. 

The Walloon Socialists and Flemish 
Kxnal-Christians both support this idea. But 
in practice the two communities could be at 
each others' throats again on the issue of 
financing the plan. 

In particular, many Flemish people say 
they are “tired of paying for the Walloons" 
and are against rescuing the steel industry 
unless they get something in return. The con- 
flict on regionalization has already brought 
down four governments in two years. 

Meanwhile, the European commission has 
agreed to authorize investment worth 2 1 .000 
million Belgian francs (about $480 million) 
in the Belgian steel group CockeriD-Sambre. 
The commission reached the decision after 
rioting by- Walloon steel workers.

Mexico’s oil reserves rise by 36% 


MEXICO CITY. March 19 (R) — Mexico 
announced a 36 percent rise in its probable 
oil and gas reserves, but said proven reserves 
remained at 72 billion barrels. 

Speaking during ceremonies marking the 
44th anniversary of the nationalization of the 
Mexican oil industry Thursday. Julio Moc- 
tezuma Cid, head of the state ott concern 
Pcmex. said probable hydrocarbon reserves 
now stood at 80 billion barrels compared with 
5S.6 billion six months ago. 

Trade sources had earlier predicted that 
Mexico, the world’s fourth biggest oil pro- 
ducer. would announce a new rise in proven 
reserves. Moctezuma Cid said Mexico would 
continue to increase its production of top- 
qualiiy light oil but its exports would remain a 
50-50 mix of light and heavy. 

He said Mexican oil production averaged 
2.5 million barrels per day last month and 
that it comprised 61 percent onshore light 
and 39 percent offshore heavy. 

Mexico has an export platform of 1.5 mil- 
lion barrels per day (bpd), but because of the 
current oil glut exports are running around 
1 .2 million bpd. according to official sources. 

In the ceremonies at the Pacific port of 
La/aro Cardenas. Moctezuma Cid said 
Pemcx had a 520 billion foreign debt, but was 


fully capable of repaying it. "Possible 
revenue from foreign rales this year, depend- 
ing on the market, will be some $17 billion,” 
he said. In I981,sales amounted to $13 bil- 
lion. 

_ Mexico is not a member of the Organiza- 
tion of Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC) and normally fixes its prices slightly 
above OPEC levels. 

IDA lends $2 m 
to North Yemen 

WASHINGTON, March 19 (R) — The 
International Development Association 
(IDA) approved a $2 million credit to help 
the Yemen Arab Republic (North Yemen) 
explore energy resources, the World Bank 
said. 

The bank said in a statement its affiliate 
would provide the funds to stimulate foreign 
oil interest in petroleum and geothermal pro- 
jects. 

The IDA credit is for 50 years, including a 
10-year grace period. It will be interest-free, 
except for an annual service charge of three- 
fourths of one percent, the bank said. 


E. Germany cool to Bonn loan terms 


LEIPZIG, March 19 (AFP) — East Ger- 
many has made no human rights concessions 
in order to ensure a continuation of interest- 
free credits from Bonn. West German 
Economics Minister Otto Lambsdorff said 
here. 

Lambsdorff had talks Thursday with East 
German Foreign Trade Minister Horst 
Socllc. and Wednesday with Communist 
Party politburo member and economics 
expert Guonter- Mittal. 

India keen on buying 
Polish coal machinery 

NEW DELHI, March 19 ( AP) — A Polish 
delegation, headed by Deputy Coal and 
Energy Minister M. Glanowski held discus- 
sions with Indian officials Thursday on 

expansion of bilateral cooperation in coal 

industry. 

Indian Minister of State for Coal Gaigi 
Shankar Mishra "expressed interest in 
obtaining Polish technology to help the 
development of the Indian coal industry," a 
government press statement said. 


The meetings focused on Bonn’s interest- 
free (swing) credits to East Germany for 
trade between the two countries, which cur- 
rently amount to 800 million marks (5340 
million) a year. 

But the ‘swing’ ceiling will fall to 235 mil- 
lion marks ($100 million) if the agreement is 
not extended when it expires on June 30. 

- Bonn has made it clear that it expects East 
German concessions, notably on currency 
restrictions being applied to daily visitors 
from West Germany, in return for an exten- 
sion of the ‘swing’ deals. 

- Lambsdorff told a press conference that 
East Germany had signaled no concessions 
Thursday, but added that it wanted the 
’swing' deal renewed and was considering the 
whole matter. 

The West German minister added that an 
accord' could still be reached before June 30. 
He said the two sides had also discussed the 
Polish situation and Moscow’s moratorium 
on the installation of new Soviet missiles in 
-Europe. In answer to a question, Lambsdorff 
said East Germany had not tried to link 
human rights concessions to Bonn's “good 
behaviors on the disarmament issue.”

West agrees 

to reschedule 
Sudan 9 s debt 

PARIS, March 19 (R) — Representatives 
of 13 Western countries agreed to give Sudan 
a further 10 years to repay debts due to fore- 
ign governments this year. 

A communique issued Thursday after two 
days of talks said Sudan’s creditors had 
agreed on the rescheduling of state loans and 
government-guaranteed credits to help 
enable the country continue with its program 
of reconstruction. Sudan is estimated to have 
about 54 billion of external debt, some $500 
million of it owed to foreign governments. 

The communique said repayment of debts 
of more than one year’s maturity falling due 
in the 1 8 months to Dec. 31 this year would 
now be repayable over 10 years with a four- 
year grace period. , 

Sudanese Finance Minister Ibrahim Man- 
sour declined to say what proportion of the 
estimated $500 million was covered by the 
period. But he told reporters he was satisfied 
with the outcome of the debt talks,- held 
under the auspices of the so-called Paris club. 

The club is an informal grouping of cre- 
ditor countries which meets to discuss 
■ rescheduling usually after intervention by the 
International Monetary Fund (IMF).

U.S. said reconciled to Siberian pipeline 


WASHINGTON, March 19 ( AP) — The 
Reagan administration is dropping its opposi- 
tion to a trans-Siberian natural gas pipeline, 
while urging West European governments to 
form an economic bloc with the United States 
to curb export credits to the Soviet Union, 
according to a senior administration official.

The Soviets currently enjoy relatively easy 
credit and guarantees from Western govern- 
ments for purchasing their manufactured 
goods. For example, some European banks 
are lending the Soviets money for pipeline 
construction at 7 percent, less than half of the 
going rate. Additionally in Moscow’s favor is 
the competition among the allies on terms for 
repaying the loans. 


The pipeline, which eventuafly may cost 
$26 billion, wiB cany Siberian natural gas 
3,000 miles to Western Europe. Gas is 
scheduled to begin flowing in 1984.

U.S. records $6.6b surplus 


WASHINGTON, March 19 (AP) — The 
United States recorded a $6.6 billion surplus 
in its balance of payment with foreign coun- 
tries last year, the biggest surplus since 1975 
for the widest measure of U.S. economic 
transactions abroad, the government has 
reported. 

However, there was a slight deficit of about 
S85 million in the fourth quarter of 1 981 .The 
Commerce Department report said Thurs- 
day. 

That quarterly shortfall, the first after five 
straight surpluses, could be a harbinger of 
whaf various officials have said will likely be 
an overall deficit this year. 

For 1981. the report said, the national 
deficit in merchandise trade rose to $27.88 
billion from the S25.3 billion of 1980. 

However, the surplus in payments for ser- 
vices. always a big positive factor, grew to 
$41 .2 billion from the $36:1 billion m 1980. 
more than wiping out the increased deficit in 

India trade show 
opens in Nairobi 

NAIROBI, March 19 (AFP) — The 
largest trade exhibition ever organized by 
India in Africa was inaugurated Friday in the 
Kenya capital. 

It highlights India's industrial output and 
has sections devoted to machine tools, elec- 
trical appliances and vehicle spare parts. 

Tractors, mechanical shovels and other 
utility vehicles were on show outside the 
Kenyatta Conference Center where the 
exhibition is being held. 

In an inaugural speech. President Daniel 
Arap Moi emphasized the need for develop- 
ing countries to “reduce gradually their 
dependance on trade with the industrialized 
countries by intensifying economic coopera- 
tion between themselves'*.

The 1981 surplus well above the 1980 sur- 
plus of $3.7 billion was the third in a row and 
the largest since the $18.3 billion of 1974.

But government officials have said a 
stronger dollar and reviving economies over- 
seas make 1 it likely that there will be a deficit 
of as much as $10 billion this year, possibly 
even threatening the record 1 978 deficit of 
over $14 billion. 

Earliet this month. Commerce Secretary 
Malcolm Baldrige said the merchandise trade 
deficit could well leap to a record $35 billion 
this year, despite oil import levels well below 
those of the late lU7fk 


He said the United States has serious prob- 
lems in its trade balance in general and in its 
share of The world export market in particu- 
lar. “We've simply got to export more," he 
said. 

The new report said that last year “sluggish 
economic conditions both in the United 
States and abroad slowed the growth in 
imports and exports 5.6 and 5 percent respec- 
tively.” 

But Treasury Undersecretary Beryl Sprin- 
kel said earlier this winter that a number of 
foreign industrial nations should be entering 
“an export-led recovery which will gather 
steam during the year.” Part of the reason 
concerns the value or the dollar, which grew 
during much of Iasi year, thereby hurting 
U.S. exports and encouraging imports by 
making .American goods more expensive for 
foreigners and foreign goods less expensive 
for U.S. citizens to buy.

LONDON, March 19 (R) — Retail prices 
in Britain stopped rising last month for the 
first time in nearly 12 years, the government 
announced Friday. 

As a result the annual inflation rate drop- 
ped from 1 3 to 1 1 percent. The fall, attri- 
buted to drops in petrol and food prices, was 
the first since September last year. 

The figures were good news for Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher, who has made 
the battle against inflation the cornerstone of 
her economic policy. 

•‘Today s figures are a real boost for the 
country " said Employment Secretary Nor- 
man Tebbit. Efforts to curb inflation suffered 
a temporary- setback late last year as sterling 
fell on foreign exchanges despite the gov- 
ernment's tough anti-inflationary stance. 


Recovery round the comer, Reagan says 


WASHINGTON, March 1 9 (AFP) — The 
United States economy is on the point of 
starting its recovery. President Ronald 
Reagan told a group of businessmen here. 

“The changes we have recently seen in 
industrial production and housing starts sup- 
port our assertion that we are on the verge of 
a turning point in rhe economy." he said. 

But U.S. Federal Reserve Board chairman 
Paul Volcker called on the government and 
Congress to strike accord very quickly on 
“credible 1 ' alternative to reduce the budget 
deficit in order to bring down interest rates 
and get the recovery going. 

And Budget Director David Stockman 
ruled out any reversal on income tax cuts, 
although he said the government might con- 
sider more cuts in social spending if it had 
bipartisan support for the measure. 

Reagan said he was disappointed at sugges- 
tions from the business community that

Dollar scales new heights 


LONDON, March 19 (AP) — The U.S. 
dollar strengthened further against leading 
foreign currencies in trading Friday, reach- 
ing record high against the French franc and 
Italian lire. Gold bullion prices fell up to $7 
an ounce. 

Despite sustained pressure against the 
franc since the Socialist government lost in 
local elections Sunday, dealers in Paris said 
there appeared to be no immediate move to 
devalue the French currency. 

They also said there was no apparent 
intervention by the Bank of France in early 
dealings Friday. The bank intervened heav- 
ily on Thursday when the dollar brake 
through the 6.20 franc level for the first 
time ever. The dollar traded For 6.2425 
francs early Friday, up from the previous 
day's late rare of 6.2075. 

Earlier, in New York, the French franc 
has weakened sharply amid speculation 
about its possible realignment in the Euro- 
pean Monetary System. 

The French central bank raised interest 
rates Thursday, pushing its key treasury bill 
discount rale to 18 percent from 15.75, to 
uy to halt what foreign exchange dealers 
described as massive speculation against the 
t franc. West Germany. Switzerland and the 


Netherlands cut their interest rates to try to 
ease pressure on the French currency, 
which financial analysts said was suffering 
from uncertainty over France’s economic 
outlook and continued high inflation. 

In Milan, the dollar moved up to 1.313 
Italian lire, from Thursday's 1,302. The 
Italian press, in front-page articles, attri- 
buted the dollar's strength to deep differ- 
ences in the monetary policies of the 10- 
□ation European Common Market. 

In Tokyo where trading ends just as it 
begins in Europe, the dollar rose to 243.60’ 
yen, up from 241.05 at the dose Thursday 
and last Friday's rate of 239.05. 

Gold prices, meanwhile, dropped sharply 
during the morning, and dealers said the 
decline was due to the dollar's strength. 

London's five major bullion dealers 
recommended a morning gold fixing price 
of $316.25 a troy ounce, down $7 from 
Thursday's late rate.

Spaniards can 9 t figure it out 


MADRID, March 19 (AFP) — A con- 
troversy with political undertones has 
developed over the statistics of rhe Spanish 
economy in 1981. 

Spanish business leaders and government 
officials are producing very different sets of 
figures. In. some quarters industrial leaders 
and bankers are suspected of trying to blac- 
ken the country's situation with political 
intent, and ultimately to strike a blow at 
Spain’s budding democracy. 

The C.E.O.Z. Business Federation 
affirmed Jan. 7 that zero growth occurred in 
1981, the lowest figure for 20 years. The 
Spanish Banking Association has asserted 
that the gross national product (GNP) drop- 
ped one percent 

The government says expansion was one 
percent. Outsiders believe it was between 
zero and 0.5 percent. 

Tin exports face 
10 percent cut 

LONDON. March 19 (AFP) — Tin 
exports from producer members of the inter- 
national tin agreement are likely to be cut by 
about 10 percent, sources at the emergency 
meeting of the International Tin Council said 
here Friday. 

At the end of the first session Friday, it was 
evident that some . consumers . were still- 
adamant in their opposition to any such cuts, 
but that others had backed reductions of 
around 10 percent. 

Some producing countries are anxious to 
preserve funds, were pressing hard for a 
much higher export cut of 20 percenL But the 
sources said the size of the cut would be 
determined by the consumers. 

It is understood that the council's buffer 
stock manager, Pieter de Konig, gave a 
detailed review stressing the seriousness of 
the tin market situation after his heavy sup- 
port buying over the last few weeks. 

At a previous emergency session of the 
council 10 days ago. buffer funds totaling 
more than 1 00 million pounds sterling ($1 SO 
million) were caUed up from members — 86 
million pounds of which came from produc- 
ers. 


The business federation leader Ferrer Salat 
told a press conference that 1981 was the 
worst year for the economy since the advent 
of democracy. Figures from the External 
Trade Bank, the Economy Ministry, the Cen- 
tral Bank, the Statistics Institute and the 
National Labor Agency indicate that 1981 
turned out roughly as follows. 

The ycaer 1981 saw a record increase of 
2.79 points in the unemployment rate. Spain 
has more than two million unemployed, over 
15 percent of the labor force. 

Inflation in 1981 was 14.1 percent against 
previous 15.2 percent. 

The payments deficit was $5.3 billion last 
year. The budget deficit jumped 50 percent 
to a record $7.5 Jrillion

His unbeaten 76 in a total of 202 for five — 
a captain's hand if ever there was one — was 
all the more poignant for the fact that it may 
be his last match as Australia's captain . 
Chappell has decided not to tour Pakistan 
later this yearand cannot be certain of regain- 
ing the leadership for the Ashes series against 
England in Australia next season. 

Usually w hen Chappell makes a score, the 
runs come with no apparent effort. Friday he 
had to fight for everything, and was occasion- 
ally in real trouble. But in much the same way 
as Jack Nicklaascan play badly and shoot 66. 
Chappell was still there at the close, another 
milestone under his belt and within sight of 
his 20th Test century. 

During Friday's innings he passed Neil 
Harvey's aggregate of 6,149 runs for 
Australia — in 77 Tests to Harvey's 79 and is 
now second to Sir Donald Bradman's 6.996 
runs scored in 52 Tests. 

■ Although he had stated on match eve that 
he would go down the order to No. 5. Chap- 
pell came in at the fall of the second wicket 
when Bruce Laird and John Dyson had been 
dismissed in the space of a few minutes. 

Everything was in New Zealand’s favor.

Despite Soviet freeze 

NATO to reaffirm N 


BRUSSELS. March 19 (R) — NATO is 
expected to reaffirm next week that it will 
Station new nuclear missiles in Europe 
despite a Soviet freeze on its own deployment 
of medium range missiles west of the Urals. 
NATO diplomats said Friday. Moscow's 
initiative and NATO's next move will be dis- 
cussed at a meeting of Western alliance 
defense ministers at Colorado Springs in the 
United States Tuesday. 

The diplomats said the ministers would 
decide to go ahead with the deployment of 
Cruise and Pershing-2 missiles if no progress 
were made at talks between the United States 
and the Soviet Union on limiting medium 
range missiles in Europe. The meeting, of 
NATO's Nuclear Planning Group (NPG). 
was also expected to reaffirm support for 
President Ronald Reagan's proposal to 
remove all medium-range nuclear missiles in 
Europe. 

NATO capitals have reacted coolly to 
Soviet President Leonid Brezhnev's unilat- 
eral initiative this week. The continuation of 
the initiative is dependent on the Cruise and 
Pershing missiles not being deployed. NATO 
fears the arrangement would consolidate 
Soviet nuclear superiority because of the mis- 
sQcs it already has in place. 


Washington's allies are expected to press at 
Colorado Springs for renewed negotiations 
on intercontinental ballistic missiles. These 
have been in limbo since the U.S. Congress 
refused to ratify the second Strategic Arms 
Limitation Treaty (SALT If). The sources 
said Reagan might announce a resumption of 
the talks at a NATO summit in June, together 
with proposals for sweeping cuts in the 
number of nuclear weapons held by both 
sides. 

' It has always been the European view that 
U.S.-Soviet talks on medium-range weapons 
could not be entirely dissociated from the 
strategic negotiations. The Geneva talks, 
began in November and recessed for two 
months this week without real bargaining 
having begun according to U.S. chief 
negotiator Paul Nitze. The two sides still dis- 
agree about which weapons to include 
Last October, the NPG decided that 
NATO should offer to give up plans to station 
572 Cruise and Pershing-2 missiles in Europe 
if the Soviet Union scrapped its existing mis- 
siles. The Soviet Union has since deployed 
SS-20 missiles, each of which has three nuc- 
lear warheads, at the rate of one every five 
days and 300 are now in place.acconding to 
NATO intelligence.

America sanctions team 


returning empty-handed 


LONDON, March 19 (R) — Key allies 
told the United States this week not to rely on 
Western Europe joining a trade credit 
squeeze against Moscow and the Communist 
bloc. A U.S. mission seeking support for 
tougher trade policies is returning to 
Washington virtually empty-handed after a 
five-nation European talks, U.S. and Euro- 
pean sources said. 

•.The American officials w j;re given a, polite 
hearing but found European minsters keen 
to continue East-West trading and reluctant 
to risk losing business by tightening credit. In 
Bonn, they were told sanctions against Mos- 
cow “should not hurt the West more than 
they hurt the Russians." 

Lord Carrington. Britain's foreign secret- 
ary. said the “time isn’t ripe" for new trade 
embargoes. He also insisted that contracts 
signed by British firms must be honored. 
Although the Europeans agreed to stay in 
touch with Washington on the whole issue, 
diplomats said it was highly unlikely that 
agreement could be reached on any measures 
that would seriously affect East- West trade. 

The seven-man U.S. group, led by Under- 
secretary of State James Buckley, sought a 
joint polio, 1 that would bar easy loans and 
trade subsidies to the Soviet bloc and a tem- 
porary ban on credits while the West rethinks 
its lending strategy. 

The Reagan administration believes the 
NATO alliance should take advantage of 
Moscow's economic troubles instead of help- 
ing the Kremlin with financial concessions 
that leave it free to divert scarce hard cur- 
rency to military purposes. The basic Euro- 
pean view is that trade with the East has a 


political spinoff in helping to maintain 
dialogue and because it keeps up to 500,000 
persons in jobs in Western Europe. 

The U.S. officials visited Bonn, Paris, Lon- 
don, Rome and Brussels during the week- 
long tour. In Brussels Friday, they were meet- 
ing NATO and European Economic Com- 
munity diplomats. In France and West Ger- 
many, they were told that curbs on trade 
would impose an unfair burden on Western 
Europe at a time when the United States is 
still selling large quantities of grain to the 
Soviet Union. 


While official comments were couched in 
vague terms, emphasizing European under- 
standing for U.S. views, diplomats made it 
clear the Americans were rebuffed almost 
every where. A French official said the U.S. 
argument, taken to its logical conclusion, 
would halt all East-West commerce. 


“Any move in this direction could only 
complicate further the international 
economic situation and make things worse 
for all of us,” the official said. French Foreign 
Minister Claude Cheysson said: "We are not 
quite ready to accept anything they (Ameri- 
cans) say when their interests at times are 
different from ours.” 


The British Foreign Office described the 
issues discussed as difficult, but said the talks 
were fruitful and would be continued. British 
officials tried to play down reports that Buck- 
ley had sought specific measures. London 
newspapers described his visit as a setback in 
U.S. efforts to punish Moscow for martial law 
in Poland. In Rome, Foreign Ministry sources 
called Buckley's talks inconclusive. 


Move against French N- tests mulled 


WELLINGTON. March 19 (AFP) - The 
New Zealand Labor opposition has proposed 
a boycott of French goods in shops here to 
show disapproval of French nuclear testing in 
the south Pacific. Labor leader Bill Rowling 
Friday said a ban on buying French goods 
"puts ihe perpetrator of the crime (of nuclear 
testing in the south Pacific) under penalty." 


Rowling also confirmed that he would 
make a personal approach to French Presi- 
dent Francois Mitterrand to halt the French 
nuclear test program. " He ( Mitterrand) had 
advocated '■cry strongly at Socialist interna- 
tional forums that we Socialists of the world 
must join together to get rid of this awful 
nuclear testing. I have admired him for it. and 
shall remind him of it." said Rowling. 


But the labor leader rejected Australian 
and New Zealand trade union proposals for 
an across-the-board ban on all trade with 
France. "It would be more effective if rather 
[h3n that, they decided not to buy French as 
long as testing went on. It would not affect 
their own members by cutting both ways, as a 


full trade ban will do." he said. 

New Zealand sold $95 million worth of 
goods to France last year. Rowling blamed 
the government of Robert Muldoon. which 
he said, had forced New Zealand trade uni- 1 
ons"to come out with a scheme like the total 
trade ban. The government has been totally 
gutless in its approach." 

Rowling said the unions had had to take no 
action during Labor’s term of office, when a 
New Zeland Navy frigate was sent to Muru- 
roa in protest at nuclear test and the Labor 
government challenged the legality of the 
French actions in the World Court. 

" 1 think a buying ban by New Zealand" s 
half million trade unionists and their families 
would be a more effective protest" and would 
not "disrupt things on the home front." said 
Rowling. 

"A French nuclear testing program is expec- 
ted to start at the Mururoa and nearby Fanga- 
taufa atolls at any time, sources here said. 
Pacific trade unions plan meetings in April 
and September to decide on action against 
the nudear testing program.

Tooth-pulling gadget 


CANBERRA, March 19 (AFP) — The 
designer of a gadget that could take some of 
the pain out of pulling teeth was given a grant 
Friday to develop a prototype of the device. 
Dr. Edwin Hen rich, a south Australian scien- 
tist, was awarded 2,736 Australian dollars 
($2,913) to create the model, which would 
extract the tooth like a miniature hydraulic 
lift. 

The invention would use surrounding teeth 
as a platform, enabling the device to exert a 
force of 45 kilograms (99 pounds). For 
decades, manual extractions have obliged 
dentists to lever teeth and use forceps to twist 
and push. 


States, NATO announced Friday. 

Gen. Dozier, senior American officer at 
NATO's south European land forces base in 
Verona, northern Italy, wifi take up his new 
post later this year as deputy commanding 
general of the U.S. army armor center at Fort 
Knox, Kentucky, a NATO statement said. 

He was seized from his Verona apartment in 
a commando raid by Red Brigades urban 
guerrillas on Dec. 17 and was rescued by 
Italian police from a "peoples' prison” in 
nearby Padua Jan. 28.

On Friday, West Germany told the Soviet 
Union that only the complete removal of 
Soviet medium-range nuclear missiles could 
prevent the deployment of similar U.S. mis- 
siles in West Germany next year. Foreign 
Minister Hans-Dietrich Genscher underlined 
Bonn's stance at a meeting with Soviet 
Ambassador Vladimir Semyonov, who gave 
him a text of Brezhnev's declaration on nuc- 
lear arms this week. 


A Foreign Ministry statement said 
Genscher warned the Soviet en voy that Mos- 
cow would be making a grave error if it 
thought Bonn would not be able to station the 
Cruise and Pershing-2 missiles if U.S. -Soviet 
arms control talks failed to produce results. 


Genscher said Bonn always examined 
Soviet disarmament proposals closely. But he 
added that West Germany was deeply con- 
cerned by the fad that 300 of the triple- 
warhead SS-20 missiles had already been 
deployed. He appealed once again to the 
Kremlin leaders to remove these missiles. 
The foreign, minister also renewed West 
Germany’s condemnation of the Soviet milit- 
ary occupation of Afghanistan and its call for 
anend to martial law in Poland, the statement 
added. 


Moscow has been giving strong encour- 
agement to West Germans campaigning to 
stop the missile deployment. West German 
officials interpreted Brezhnev's announce- 
ment this week of a unilateral freeze on the 
stationing of SS-20 missiles as being aimed 
more at the peace movement than at Western 
governments. 


Meanwhile, the Soviet leadership has said 
Washington had not seriously analyzed 
Brezhnev’s proposed unilateral moratorium 
on deploying Soviet SS-20 missiles, it was 
reported Friday. 


■In reporting the initial official reaction 
Thursday to Washington's rejection of the 
Soviet move, newspapers denounced 
"the incoherence and contradiction of hasty 
assessments given to the peace initiatives of 
the Soviet Union by representatives of the 
American administration."

Japan-U.S. annual talks set 


TOKYO, March 19 (AFP) — Japanese 
Foreign Minister Yoshio Sakurauchi leaves 
for Washington Saturday for the latest in a 
series of annual talks with United States offi- 
cials. The visit, which is to discuss bilateral 
and other problems, comes at a time of grow- 
ing irritation with Japan in the United States. 

However, Sakurauchi hopes to focus on 
international questions rather than bilateral 
problems, officials in his party said. The Pol- 
ish situation, Sino-American relations and 
the question of aid to countries in the Carib- 
bean wifi be among the topics covered, an 
official announcement added. 

There is some doubt, however, whether he 
will succeed in relegating bilateral questions 
to second place. The two-way trade situation 
has annoyed the United States to an extent 
that could change the privileged relationship 
between the two trading partners unless a 
solution is found. 

The main problem between the two coun- 
tries is the considerable trade deficit in 
Japan's favor ($18 million in 1981). Japan's 
slim defense budget (less than one percent of 
gross national product) is another source of 
friction. Washington has been urging the 
Japanese for years to open up their markets 
and also play a larger part in "the defense of 
the free world” on the other. 

A series of trade negotiations has finally 
given way to fierce U.S. criticism of Japanese 
methods, which have not led to any extra 
material concessions by Tokyo. American 
officials will certainly ask Sakurauchi for 
more generous efforts. 

But the request is not generally expected to. 
result in any new suggestions, apart from the 
creation of a new channel of communication 
at the ministerial level. So discord between 
the two capitals is likely to persist. 
Sakurauchi. for his part, announced to the 


Diet (parliament) that the United States 
would also have to take “spectacular steps” 
to resolve the bilateral trade dispute. 

Sakurauchi will only touch in a general way 
on defense issues with Deputy Secretary for 
Defense Frank Carlucri, the Foreign Minis- 
try announced. The subject wifi be covered in 
greater detail during U.S. Defense Secretary 
Caspar Weinberger's visit to Tokyo starting 
March 25. 

During his trip, Sakurauchi wifi meet Pres- 
ident Ronald Reagan, Vice President George 
Bush, Secretary of State Alexander Haig and 
all top economic officials. He wifi also have 
talks with congressmen in charge cf trade 
disputes and with members of the foreign 
affairs committees of the Senate and the 
House of Representatives. 


French president 
to visit Hungary 


PARIS, March 19 (R) — President Fran- 
cois Mitterrand will visit Hungary in July, his 
first trip to a Communist country since his 
election 10 months ago, official French 
sources said Friday. Mitterrand, a strong cri- 
tic of Soviet policies on the world scene, has 
indicated frequently that he would not visit 
Moscow until the Kremlin signaled readiness 
to end its occupation of Afghanistan. 

Aides say what the president regards as the 
Soviet role in the Polish military crackdown 
has made a trip to the Soviet Union in the 
foreseeable future even less likely. ■ 

But they say he has strong sympathy for 
Hungary's efforts to build a mixed economy 
and does not feel it should be included in any 
sanctions against the Soviet bloc over events 
in Poland.

SAN SALVADOR. March 19 (Agencies) 
— Four Dutch TV newsmen were killed 
when they went to cover the guerrilla side of 
El'Salvador'js war, and the Dutch government 
said Friday reports indicate Salvadoran 
troops executed them. 

At a news conference in The Hague, the 
Dutch capital, a reporter asked Foreign 
Minister Max van der Stoel whether he 
believed the shooting deaths were a case of 
"cold-blooded murder," 8nd Van der Stoel 
responded: "There are reports that indicate it 
was.” 

He said Salvadoran officials had told 
Dutch representatives the journalists were 
killed by bullets from government troops. 
“When people are shot in cold Wood it is a 
very, very serious matter," Van der Stoel 
said,, adding that he had sent the Dutch 
ambassador in Mexico to San Salvador to 
investigate the killings. 

The Salvadoran Defense Ministry main- 
tains the Dutch television crew was covering 
the guerrilla side of El Salvador’s civil war, 
and were shot when an army patrol returned

However, a Dutch Fore- 
ign Ministry spokesman said the Dutch gov- 
ernment has no evidence the four Dutchmen 
were traveling with the guerrillas. 

The spokesman could only confirm reports 
that the four had left San Salvador by hired 
car Wednesday afternoon. The car and driver 
returned after dropping the four off some- 
where in Chalatenango. north of the capital, 
other journalists in San Salvador reported. 

Reporters who visited an area in the pro- 
vince where heavy gunfire was reported 
Wednesday said they found bloody clothing 
in piles on a field and long marks of some- 
thing being dragged across it. One shirt had a 
Dutch label, but there was no physical evi- 
dence of gunfire in the field, the reporters 
said. A Dutch journalist who identified the 
bodies of the four in the San Salvador morgue 
said "their faces were so shot out that we 
could hardly recognize our friends.”
